On the 12th December, 1968, information was received at 
Khangam Border Outpost in the United Mttlr and North 
Cachar Hills District that a gang of about 200 hostiles, 
armed with modern automatic weapons, was likely to cross 
over to Pakistan Sub-Inspector of Police Phatik Chandra 
Gogol immediately set out with a patrol, comprising of 2 
Havildara and 19 Constables, to Intercept the hostiles. 
The Police party lay in ambush on the west side of Gopikot 
village from 17.15 to 22.15 hours when the gang was seen 
approaching. Sub-Inspector Gogoi waited till the gang was 
within range and then ordered Naik KamaJeswar Bora to 
open fire. The hostile* returned the Are and a lively 
encounter ensued. Under cover of the darkness, one of the 
hostiles stealthily advanced on the police party and was at the

point of shooting Naik Bora when the latter saw him. Naik 
Bora quickly turned his sten gun on the hostile and when its 
mechanism failed courageously rushed the hostile and hit hjm 
with it. Naik Bora then seized the hostile’s rifle. Mean- 
while Sub-Inspector Gogoi came to the Naik’s assistance and 
grappled with the hostile but the latter managed to free him- 
self and by jumping into a gorge made good his escape. The 
party of hostiles withdrew and their plan to cross over to 
Pakistan wa 3 foiled. 

In this encounter with a numerically superior gang of 
armed hostiles, Sub-Inspector Phatik Chandra Gogoi and 
Naik Kamaleswar Bora showed exceptional courage and 
gallantry of a high order.

On the 7 th November 1966, Constable Sardar Singh Waa 
on security guard duty at the residence of the Congress Presi- 
dent, Shri Kamaraj* in Jautar Mantar Road, New Delhi. 
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At about 2,00 p.m, some agitators, armed with lathis, 
crackers and other incendiaries, detached themselves from a 
procession passing that wav and forced their way into the 
compound bent on mischief. Hopelessly outnumbered as he 
was, Constable Saidar Singh bravely grappled with the mis- 
creants to keep them out, but could not hold the mob which 
set fire to a portion of Shri Kamaraj's residence. Despite the 
dangerous situation in which Constable Sardar Singh found 
himself, he remained faithfully at his post until police help 
arrived and so prevented any harm coming to Shri Kamafaj 
himself. 

Constable Sard nr Singh delayed a high sense of devotion 
to duty and exemplary gallantry in facing and dealing with 
an aggressive and riotous mob at grave risk to his life.

There had been heavy rain that day and 
the rivers were in spate. At about 5.30 pm., there was a 
strong gale and the waves in the kaval became very high. 
The vallom was being manoeuvred with freat difficulty and 
when Shri Gopidas attempted to row to the shore, the boat 
capsized near Chennamkary Village. Shri Gopidas was the 
only man in the vallom. Single-handed he succeeded ip 
rescuing 18 of the women and bringing them to the shore. 
He again entered the water and made desperate effort to find 
the remaining three ignoring the distinct danger to his own 
life. Tn the attempt he lost his own life. 

The heroic efforts of Shri Gopidas made it possible to save 
the lives of 18 women workers and his subsequent, attempt to 
save the remaining three passengers of the boat was an act 
of most conspicuous courage and devotion.

The excavations were being 
carried out at depths ranging from 70 to 80 feet As the 
pumps were frequently getting filled with sand, Moplaj workers 
engaged for removing the sand by diving into 6 feet depth 
of water. On the 4th May, 1968, one workers was rendered 
unconscious by an electric shock and was drowing in the 
well of the pump. His co-workers did not venture to enter 
into the rising water to rescue him. Seeing this, Shri Konda 
Satyanarayaria. a Supervisor in the Project jumped into the 
pump well and pulled out the worker saving his life. 

Tn saving the life of a fellow worker, Shri Satyanarayana 
has shown conspicuous courage, promptitude and presence of 
mind. The gallant act was performed under circumstances

The river was flowing 
between boulders in a verv swift current and the water was 
ice-cold. Shrimati Bach an Devi, who by chance was near 
the bridge jumped into the river even though she did not 
know how to svrim and pulled out Shrimati Sobati and 
Shrimati Rnkmini. Leaving them at a safe place she ran 
along the river bank to rescue the third woman, Shrimati 
Sarodani, but she had by then dbanpeared In the fast current 
The condition of Shrimati Rukminl was serious and she died 
while Shrimati Bachan Devi was carrying her home on her 
back.

The girls In their 
attempt to get hold of the seedlings were caught in the 
current of the flood water and were being swept away. Shri 
Bhacirath Prasad Rov and a few other students of a local 
college who were on an afternoon stroll, saw the girls being 
carried away bv the flood water. Without losing a moment 
vShri Rov rushed to the river bank, lumped into the river and 
after swimming a distance of about 1? years, reached one of 
the girls. She made a frantic attempt to clasp him but with 
great alacrity and pluck, he succeeded in, dragging her to 
safety. Putting the girl on the bank. Shri Rov again dived 
deep into the water and made a frantic search for the other 
girl and after great effort he caught her and brought her 
ashore. The girl had lost her consciousness by then but after 
first aid was rendered she revived. Both girls would have 
drowned but for the conspicuous courage displayed by Shri

5. CAPT, HARGURDIAL SINGH (TA-40858),

On the 20th June, 1968, Captain Hargurdial Singh with 
his family and friends halted at Bhakra canal when on their 
way to Patiala. While going round tho canal area, Shrimati 
Burbax Kaur, a member of the party accidentally slipped and 
fell into the canal, Capt. Hargurdial Singh without a 
moment’s hesitation dived into the canal to save the lady who 
was drowning. Twice, he managed to bring her to the side 
but as the canal banks were cemented and had a steep 
gradient, he could not get a hold. As no other timely assis- 
tance could be rendered, both of them were carried away by 
the fast flowing water and lost their lives. 

Captain Hargurdial Singh made the supreme sacrifice of his 
life in, his attempt to save the life of a drowning lady.

On the 15th February, 1969 evening a large crowd was 
w'atching the celebrations of Carnival Festival- in the Munici- 
pal Garden at Panaji. At a comer of the garden there was 
a well with its top covered except for a small square hole of 
2' X 2' for drawing water which had remained open. At 
about 6.54 pm., Nigel, a 5 year old boy who was watching 
the entertainment standing on the top of the well, in his 
excitement, slipped into this opening and fell into the well 
Though a crowd gathered round the well, nobody dared 
enter the well to save the boy. Shrl Francisco Antonio 
Cardozo who happened to come there on hearing the alarm, 
immediately jumped into the well through the small opening 
unmindful of the fact that he might be suffocated and was 
risking hia own life. Even though there was complete dark- 
ness in tho well, by his prompt and courageous act Shri 
Cardozo saved the boy at great risk to himself. 

2. SHRI ISHWARBHAI BECHARBHAI PATEL, 

Village Naria, Taluk Dabhoi, 

District Baroda (Gujarat). ( Posthumous ) 

Owing to heavy rains in August 1968 the tank in village 
Naria, Taluk a Dabhoi, District Baroda has burst its banks. 
The safety of the lives and property of the villagers depended 
on closing the breaches at once. Shri Ishwarbhai Becharbhai 
Patel who was Upnaik of Gram Rakshak Dal (Rural Home 
Guards) took up the challenge and at great personal risk 
helped in plugging the breach standing for two and a half 
hours in the strong and swift current flowing through the 
breach until he coj lapsed. He was taken to his residence in 
an unconscious state where unfortunately he died. He gave 
up his life in a gallant effort to save the villagers and their 
property. 

3. SHRI ABDUL GHANI MALIK, 

Village Malik Bela. Tehsil Kupwara, 

District Bar a mull a (Kashmir), 

At Ringpain in Jammu and Kashmir on 16th March, 1968, 
Shri Abdul Ghani Malik heard a soldier shout for help and 
rushed to the scene. He found that a military doctor had been 
caught in the current of a swift-flowing hill stream and 
carried away. The treacherous terrain and freezing tempera- 
ture of the water of the flooded stream could have mean 
death to him, but Shri Malik with complete disregard to hi* 
personal safety straightaway jumped into the stream and kept 
on diving and struggling in the cold water till he bumped Into 
the sub-merged body of the doctor. He quickly grabbed 
him and with the help of a military jawan, succeeded in 
bringing the body out Of the water. 

In his daring effort to save the doctor, Shri Abdul Ghani 
Malik displayed courage and promptitude at great risk to 
himself. 

4. SHRI ELUKKAL AUGUSTHY AUGUSTHY, 

Village Pa yam and Desom, Edoor, 

Post Payam (via) Iritty, Taluk Tellicherry (Kerala), 

On the 12th July. 1968, at about 4,30 p.m. when the 
students of St. Sebastian’s L, P. School Nellicampoyil were 


returning to their houses, a girl named Valsamma, slipped 
and fell into a jungle stream while crossing it by an improvis- 
ed bridge and was washed away by the strong current. At 
that place the stream was flowing deep between two hills 
with rocky hanks. The current was very fast on account of 
heavy rains. On hearing shouts from the other children, 
Shri Augusthy, who was coming behind the children, Jumped 
into the stream without the least hesitation and in complete 
disregard of his personal safety. With great difficulty, fae 
managed to bring the child to the bank about 100 yards 
downstream. 

The girl would have been drowned but for the conspicuous 
courage and promptitude displayed by Shri Augusthy. 

5. SHRT MATTATHIL VARUTHU JOSEPH, 

Mattathil Veedu, Thckkam Malipuram* 

Cochin-1. 

On the 4th March, 1968, when the motor boat “KomAla^ 
kumarF belonging to the Water Transport section of tho 
Kerala State Road Transport Corporation was carrying 
passengers from the Embarkation Jetty at Mattanchorry to 
Ernakulam, a girl accidentally slipped and fell into the deep 
waters. Shri M. V, Joseph, Deckman of the ferry boat at 
once jumped into Ihe deep water and at great personal risk 
to his own life, rescued the girl from drowning. 

On the 3rd January, 1966 when the motor boat M fC©rala- 
kumari” was plying from Murikumpadom to Emakulam, a 
passenger while boarding the boat from the Murikumpadom 
Jetty slipped and fell into the water. Seeing this, Shri Joseph 
immediately jumped in and with the help of another member 
of the crew, saved the passenger from drowning. Again on 
the 10th November, 1966 when the motor boat “Lucky*’ was 
proceeding from Mattancherry to Terminus Jetty in Welling- 
ton Island, the crew saw at a distance a countrycraft with six 
passengers caught in wind and all the passengers thrown into 
the b'ackwartcrs. The crew of the boat including Shri 
Joseph at once directed the boat to the scene of accident and 
saved all the passengers from drowning. 

Shri Joseph has displayed conspicuous courage in a series 
of act? in saving lives. 

6. SHRI LOUIS THOMAS, 

“Mary Sadan”, Nalanchira, 

Trivandrum. 

On the 30th August, 1968 at about 6.00 p.m., a 75 year 
old woman, Shrimati Karthika of Kan ji ramp ara House, 
Nalanchira. Trivandrum, accidentally fell into a well situated 
in the backyard of her house. Shri Louis Thomas, a 12 year 
boy who was standing at a distance, saw this and rushed to 
the well and leapt into it in order to save her. In the mean- 
while people rushed to the place and helped the boy in 
bringing her out of the well. Shrimati Karthika would have 
been drowned but for the courage, promptitude and presence 
of mind displayed by Shri Louis Thomaa. 

7. SHRI SH AMBHULTNGRAJ SOM AFP A PALLED, 
Assistant Agricultural Officer, 

Bund Maintenance, C/o Sub- Divisional Soil Conserva- 
tion Office, Dharwar. 

On the 2nd October, 1966, the Block Development Officer 
Mundargi, S.E.O., Shri V. V, Totaganti and Shri S. S. Palled 
with other staff had visited Mnrdi Tanda on official duty. 
During this visit, one Shri H. R. Naik, Labour Officer, took 
them to his field which was at a distance of one mile from 
Murdi Tanda. At about 7 p.m, heavy rains started while 
they were returning to Murdi Tanda. On the way a Nala 
had to be crossed. Shri S. S. Palled and Shri V. V. Totaganti 
had crossed the Nala, but Shri H. R, Naik s father ana bis 
three children who were following them were caught in sudden 
floods rushing down the Nala. Immediately on hearing shots 
of Shri Naik\s family Shri Palled and Shri Totaganti rushed 
hack to the Nala but by this time the Nala was fuff, Shri 
Palled caught hold of Shri Naik and his children in the Nala 
and managed to drag them into a bush in the bed of the Nala 
and struggled there till 8.30 p.m, at great risk of his personal 
safety until the sudden flood subsided. Thereafter they 
crossed the Nala. Shri Palled saved (he live® of Shri Naik’s 
family at great risk to! his own life. 

8. SHRI KHEMAJT KRISHNA JAWAKAR, 

Social Worker, Karwar (Mysore). 

On the 8th August, 1968 about 50 persons were celebrating 
the Narali Pornima day on the Baithkol Dock when cocoanuts 
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were thrown into the sea. Shri Raghunath Gazinkar an 
employee of Steam Navigation Co., who happened to be at 
the Bajthkol Dock took a jump into the sea to collect the 
cocoanuts which were floating at a distance of about 25 
yards. When he had covered ipst half the distance he was 
exhausted and cried for help and suddenly disappeared into 
the water. There was no boats to render any help to him. 
Besides it was getting dark and people watching him from 
the dock did not venture^ to rescue the person as the sea at 
the dock was deep and risky. At this juncture, Shri Khemaji 
Krishna Jawakar of Kodibag who was also among the gather- 
ing, jumped into the sea and swam to the spot. The drown- 
ing man had by then gone deep. At great risk to his own 
life, Shri Jawakar dived at the spot* searched for Shri 
Gazinkar and brought him to the dock. 

9 . SHRI RAMACHANDRAN SETHURAMAN, 

No. 15, Kotteeswaran, East Street, 

Keelakkottayur, Kumbakonam (Tamil Nadu). 

Shri Dilop Kumar alias Govindaraj, a 14 year student 
of a local High School, Kumbakonam. who went to the 
Cauvery river with his mother on the 2nd September, 1967 
slipped at the bathing ghat, fell into the deep waters and was 
washed away by the swift current of the river. Shri R. 
Sethuraman, a student of B.Sc. (3rd year) of Government 
College, Kumbakonam who had been to the river, noticed the 
boy struggling for his life in the swift deep waters. He 
jumped into the river and saved the boy with great difficulty. 
But for the daring act of Shri R. Sethuraman, the boy Dilop 
Kumar would have been drowned.
